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DISCOVERIES AT 
POMPEII 


> 


FLOOD-LIT RUINS 


New discoveries are continually being made 
at Pompeii, and travellers who have not 
visited the ruins for some time will find that 
whole streets have since been excavated, 
states the official bulletin of the Italian State 
Tourist Department. 

However, it is a mistake to consider that 
Pompeii should be revisited solely on account 
of recent discoveries. On the contrary, the 
city is such an inexhaustible mime _ of 
archaeology that there is always something 
new to see, and, although supposed to be 
‘‘dead,”’ the impression of life still survives 
just as it was when the inhabitants fled or 
were overwhelmed by the great eruption that 
hid it for so many centuries. 

Recently some inscriptions scrawled on the 
wall of the House of Amorimi Dorati have 
been deciphered; for almost a quarter of a 
century they baffled interpretation, but now 
it is known that they were written by 
Christian slaves of the beautiful Poppea who 
were spared by the eruption and returned to 
the half-submerged house to record then 
escape and the sad fate of their mistress, 
which they attributed to the sinful life she 
led. 

The inexhaustible wonders of Pompeii have 
been recently enhanced by the illumination 
of the city at night. Powerful flood-lights 
hidden in the four corners of the Forum, on 
the high Tower of Mercury, and along the 
city walls now cast a refiected radiance over 
the ruins, and those who visit Pompel at 
night will forget that the deserted city is un- 
inhabited : for they will have the illusion that 
its citizens are merelv asleep and that with 
the return of the morning sun they will again 
come to life.

PITFALLS

WARNING AGAINST FALSE 
ECONOMY 
From time to time we issue warnings 
against the folly of attempting to economise 
in motor car insurance, writes The Autocer. 
A main form of economy is that ‘which 
achieves a low premium rate by means of 
limitations on the policy, and the most fre- 
quently incorporated clause of this type is 
that of “owner only driving.”” The result 
is that the car may not be lent to anyone 
unless the owner satisfies himself that the 
person to whom he proposes to lend the car 
has a policy that will apply to the machine, 

This is not always possible. 

Of vital importance, as illustrating to those 
whose policies incorporate an ‘‘ owner only 
driving ” clause the danger they run in 
careless lending of their cars, is a recent 
decision of the Court of Appeal when an 
owner was held responsible for personal in- 
juries to a third party caused when his car 
vas being driven by a friend of the person 
to whom he had lent it. 

Before any limitation of the full cover as 
offered by the best companies is accepted, 
owners should most closely consider all the 
circumstances that may conceivably arise.

Mrs. Margaret Johnston, 29 ‘Wicklow 
street, Dubhn, claimed £10,000 damages 
against Messrs. J. Dooly and Sons, carriers, 
Birr, for the death of de husband, George 
Crockett Johnston, a dentist, on 25th June 
last, following: injuries suffered by him in a 
vullision between a motor car in which he 
was a passenger and lorry belonging to the 
defendants. 

Mr. Dockrell, K.C.; Mr. Lavery, K.C., and 
Mr. J. P. Murnane (instructed by Mr. M. 
Good) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. J. 
M. FitzGerald, K.C.; Mr. Martin Maguire, 
K.C., and Mr. T. C, Kingsmill Moore (in- 
styucted by Messrs. R. F. Barry and Son, 
Birr) for the defendants. i 

Mr. Dockrell said that the late Mr. Johns- 
ton was 47 years of age, a registered dentist, 
carrying on business at 29 Wicklow street, 
Dublin, and a member of the Dental Board 
of the Irish Free State. At the time of his 
death, as was proved by his income tax 
returns, he was earning a net income of 
about £500 a year. On 25th June last he set 
out from Dublin to attend the funeral of a 
friend in Limerick, and was killed on the 
journey. He was in a motor car driven by a 
nephew, Mr. Austin Smythe. Outside Monas- 
terevan he accelerated his pace in order to 
pass defendant's lorry, but the lorry turned 
up a bye-road to Portarlington. <A collision 
consequently occurred; the motor car was 
carried around the corner. by the lorry; Mr. 
Johnston was thrown violently against the 
wind screen and then out through the door, 
which was burst open, and his dead body was 
found 47 feet behind the lorry, when the 
latter came to rest. Mr. Johnston's horn- 
rimmed glasses smeared with blood were 
found on the floor of the motor car. As a 
result of Mr. Johnston’s death, the widow 
had been left penniless, and a son, who had 
been a student in Trinity College, had to 
abandon the prefessional career for which he 
had been preparing. If the jury accepted the 
evidence to be given for the plaintiff, it was 
a case for heavy damages. 

The case for the plaintiff had proceeded 
only a few minutes and the driver of the 
motor car was being examined, when a short 
adjournment was requested by counsel. This 
was granted, and it was then announced that 
a settlement had been reached. This pro- 
vided for the. payment of £1,500 by the defen- 
dants to the plaintiff. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne made the settlement a 
rule of Court, and apportioned the damages 
£1,000 to the widow and £500 to the son.

It had been submitted on behalf of the 
defendant that on apportionment the Poor 
Law valuation of the back drawingroom would 
be much less than £20, and that accord- 
ingly the room was subject to the provisions 
of the Increase of Rent and Mortgage Interest 
(Restrictions) Act, 1923. 

The High Court gave judgment in favour 
of the plaintiffs, and from that judgment 
the defendant appealed on the ground that it 
was wrong, in so far as it stated that by 
virtue of Section 5, Sub Section 1, of the 
Increase ot Rent and Mortgage Interest 
(Restrictions) Act, 1926, no part of the 
premises, 42 Eccles street, Dublin, became 
subject to control by reason of subsequent 
letting of portion of the premises, and that 
the provisions of the Increase of Rent and 
Mortgage Interest (Restrictions) Acts, 1923- 
ól, did not apply to the premises.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 
JURY.) 


A case of Mrs. Mary Larkin, of Mungret, 
County Limerick, against John Kelly, an 
electrician, of 15a Shannon street, Limerick, 
was listed for the assessment of damages. 
The plaintiff had claimed damages for the 
loss of her husband, Patrick Larkin, a 
national school teacher, whose death, she 
stated. was caused as a result of the negli- 
gence of the defendant in the driving of a 
motor car, which collided with Mr. Larkm 
while he was cycling at Mungret Cross’ on 
the 18th November. 1932. 

At the hearing of the action before Mr. 
Justice Hanna and a jury the jury found for 
the plaintiff, and assessed damages at £4,500, 
but the defendant appealed to the Supreme 
Court. and the Supreme Court, allowing the 
appeal against the amount of damages on the 
ground that it was excessive, directed that 
the case should he referred back to the High 
Court for the assessment of damages. 

Evidence now having been given in relation 
to the late Mr. Larkin’s salary—to the ex- 
pectation of life of a man of his age, and to 
prospective earnings—the jury assessed 
damages at £2,800, of which they allocated 
£1,100 to the widow, £800 to her son, 
Patrick, and £900 to her daughter, Agnes. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan entered judgment ac- 
cordingly.

a hurry under pressure of an armistice 
might relapse into hostilities, It was mad 
at the wrong moment, and in bad tempei 
before the passions and prejudices of war- 
time had been thrown off again. It was made 
by the wrong people—by the statesmen who 
came to the top during the war, because they 
were good war-makers and pe are opposite 
qualities from peace-makers, who required to 
build for a distant future, looking before they 
leaped, and acting only on mature considera- 
tion, seeing that a peace settlement once made 
was almost impossible to unmake except at 
the cost of another war. 

That was aggravated in 1919, because the 
eace was made not only exclusively by War 
{inisters, but also exclusively by those of the 
victorious side. In 1919 the ideal was to make 
the world safe for democracy in the sense of 
the political and social régime which pre- 
vailed at the time in the three principal 
victorious countries—the United States, Great 
Britain and France. On the Wilsonian. pro- 
gramme the whole world was to become a 
peaceful and orderly society of sovereign 
national parliamentary capitalist States. 


DISCORD 


There was a genuine view of this Wilsonian 
idealism running all through the Peace 
Settlement of 1919, but it was never success- 
fully reconciled with the primitive tradition 
of Vae Victis and “The Spoils for the 
Victors.’”” The unresolved contradictions 
convicted the victors of either blindness or 
hypocrisy, and inspired the vanquished with 
cynicism and bitterness. As far as the 
idealism was sincere, one of its effects was 
to add animas to the war-time animosity 
of the victorious nations against Germany, 
and this encouraged the imposition on Ger- 
many of terms that were incompatible with 
the ideal itself.. This discord appeared in 
almost all the chapters of each of the four 
European peace treaties. 

The lecturer referred to the ‘ notorious 
article 231 of the Versailles Treaty,’’ which 
placed the responsibility on Germany and 
her allies for causing all the loss and damage 
to which the Allied Governments were sub- 
jected, and the provisions for bringing. wat- 
criminals to trial, and went on to roint out 
that Germany's guilt was obviously partial 
and relative, not exclusive and absolute. 
What, he asked, was the law under which 
the Kaiser and other active participants on 
the German side could be found guilty? If 
international relations were to be brought 
under the rule of law at last, ought this 
new law to be applied retrospectively, and

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‘were only Germans indictable under it? If 


the War was the fault of the Prussian 
régime and not of the German people, why 
was the Kaiser not compelled to stav_ on his 
throne and bear the odium of signing and 
executing the Treatv? “Why let the odium 
fall upon the new Weimar Republic? 

In the Armistice terms of 1918 the victors 
renounced the traditional mght of exacting 
an  indemnity—first, ‘because President 
Wilson, who had the initiative at the 
moment, would not stand for it; second, 
because it was against the public conscience 
in the victorious countries to seek a profit 
openly from so terrible a public calamitv as 
the War; third, because it was cLvious that 
the Allies’ total costs could never be covered 
by Germany. 


GERMANY 


Accordingly, the Allies contented them- 
selves with demanding what was laid down 
in President Wilson's Fourteen Points; that 
Germany should evacuate and ‘‘ restore”’ the 
territories which she had occupied during the 
War—“‘restoration”’ being interpreted as 
paying for damage to civilian life and pro- 
perty. During the Peace Conference this in- 
terpretation was stretched to cover war-time 
separation allowances and pension charges to 
ex-combatants, and on this basis Germany 
was presented with a bill which was not only 
beyond her capacity, but which she felt justi- 
fied in evading as far as she could. 

The ideal of re-drawing the political map 
of Europe on a basis of national self-deter- 
mination was never reconciled with the 
victors’ desire to weaken the vanquished. 
While the principle of self-determination was 
applied strictly where, it was to Germany’s 
disadvantage, it was not strictly applied 
where Germany stood to gain by it; nor di

‘ments all round, had to be reconciled with the 
of military helplessness vis-a-vis tacwesver 
They attempted to find a reconciliation by 
representing the one-sided disarmament of 
Germany as a first step towards disarmament 
by the victorious Powers, but though Ger- 
many was eventually certified to have 
executed the disarmament chapter of the 
Versailles Treaty, that was not followed by 
any corresponding disarmament on the heavily 
armed Powers’ ‘part, and the result had been 
the failure, up to date, to carry out Article 8 
of the League Covenant in the Disarmament 
Conference. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Professor Toynbee. went on to describe the 
League of Nations as the most constructive 
and Promethean part of the Peace Conference. 
In all the other chapters of the peace treaties 
the peace-makers were thinking in terms of 
the past, of the war, and the pre-war period. 
The Covenant of the League was an attempt to 
provide forthe future by getting rid of war, 
by providing a political framework of world- 
wide law and order for a society which had 
come to depend for its livelihood on a world- 
wide system of economic life. 

But, he said, the makers of the peace settle- 
ment did not come to grips with the fact that 
an effective League of Nations implied a 
restriction upon national sovereignty in 
every field of social activity, not only 
in the making of war, or in the govern- 
ment of aiien minorities, but also 
in tarifis and in immigration policies, ‘hey 
wanted to get something for nothing; to get 
the security which an effective political world 
order would bring, without sacrificing the 
licence which was the privilege of absolute 
national sovereignty. They were still in 
that childish mood to-day; they could not 
face the devastating consequences of the free 
play of national sovereignty in a world of 
high-powered States; and yet they 
obstinately refusing to make the surrender 
of sovereignty that was required of them if 
those dreadiul consequences were to be 
avoided. 

They could now see that the peace settle- 
ment was the expression of an attitude of 
inconsistency and indecision in which they 
still remained to-day. They wanted to have 
the best of both worlds, and they were, 
therefore, unwilling to make their own choice 
between them. [But tithe would make the 
choice for them if they delaved indefinitely 
to make it for themselves. It was still not 
too late to choose the ideal element in the 
peace settlement—which was really the 
practical element—but, if they hesitated much 
longer, time would take the decision into his 
own hands, and make the traditional choice 
for them, with a penalty that would not he 
traditional, but’ something beyond their 


experience or even their imagination, They 
were evidently very near the end of the 
automatic respite which was given to every 
generation after a war period, and, if they 
allowed the sands to run out, and let ‘the 
initiative slip out of their own hands, they 
might be carried to destruction by ar anto- 
matic chain of events like those which 
precipitated the last war in 1914.

WAGES IN WASTE MATERIAL

Gerard Crofts 


In all parts of Ireland the passing of 
Gerard Crofts will be mourned. For 
nearly a quarter of a century he has been 
a familiar figure at concerts in Ireland 
and Great Britain, and his pleasant voice 
must be known to lecamneds everywhere 
on gramophone records. In that far-off 
time ‘‘ before the war ” he was one of the 
attractions at outdoor concerts, and no 
feis was complete without his contriluton 
to its programme. Making folk-songs and 
ballads peculiarly his own, he made them 
popular, and many of the older songs owe 
their renewal of life to his voice. In his 
boyhood he had been trained by Signor 
Bosseli as a member of a church choir in 
Dublin, and in Water life he collaborated 
with his brother, Joseph, in musical 
settings of well-known verses. He was 
never very robust physically, and his 
prison experiences did much to undermine 
his health; he was one of the earliest to 
be released from prison in England after 
the Easter Week rising on account of his 
health. The cause which he served so 
long and so well will lament his loss, and 
his voice will be sadly missed from stage, 
platform, broadcasting studio and gramo- 
phone record, 


Cuffing the Customs 


Reading the “ Percy Anecdotes” re- 
cently I came across a reference to the 
Customs which may appeal to people who 
object to paying import duties. It 
appears that on one occasion the Princess 
of Prussia ordered silks from Lyons. 
When the goods arrived at Stettin, where 
the Princess resided, the Customs officer 
demanded duty. The Princess requested 
the officer to bring the silks to the palace.

He received the following reply :—

posed dishonour, I cancel it at the request 
óf the complainant; but it is itself null, 
for the lily hand of a fair lady cannot 
possibly dishonour the face af a custom 
house officer.’’

The young French journalist, who has 
just been arrested in Spain, has suffered 
the tate of the enterprising writers seeking 
for “‘copy’’ in a land in the midst of revo- 
lution, Mdlle. Therry is well known in 
Dublin, where she spent several years 
during our “troubled times.” Her book 
on the Treaty was widely read, and, | 
believe, was authorised by the Free State 
Publicity Department. She has made a 
reputation already in the Parisian world 
of letters, and two years ago was awarded 


_ one of the coveted literary prizes for her 


book on China. Like her mother, Madame 
Andrée Viollis, of the Petit Parisien, 
Therry has unusual literary 
talent. Madame Viollis, who is an in- 
trepid traveller in the Far East, was 
awarded the International Prize for the 
‘best political work of the year last 
Christmas, when her study of Japan was 
selected from among the work of the most 
famous authors. Mdlle. Therry is a 
daughter of the late Gustave Therry, the 
well-known French journalist. 


Ghe Critic on the Hearth. 


A politician may move around his 
friends and drink in their praise of his 
work or their admiration of his speeches, 
but he has to go home to meet the real 
critic, who dares tell him more than his 
conscience will even admit. Nor does it 
need the brilliant wife to see the vanity 
vapours rising in her husband’s head. The 
little common-sense woman, without many 
ideas of politics or parties, can just give 
that. note of warning which may brace a 
man or prevent him putting too high a 
value on his abilities. . Thera is no doubt 


that all successful men carry their problems 


as well as their worries home, and the 
critic on the hearth often solves what the 
assembly or public gathering failed to do. 
In any case, the married man has less 
chance of falling through an exalted idea 
of his own importance than the bachelor. 
So let the ambitious young politicians take 
this advice. 


“Don't Hoot.” 


A friend of mine recently had cause to 
spend a few days in a nursing home in 
Dublin, and described to me the sensations 
of a sick man, lying in bed on one side 
of a wall, while on the othez a ceaseless 
elegy of ruthless motorists made 

avoc of such tattered nerves as had been 
spared by the passing tramcars. But 
trams, though noisy an! heavy, have a 
close season, and their cacophony dies 
away at midnight. Not so the motor car 
or the motorist. Through the night they 
honk their dreadful way to the notes of 
“the Augs’ Tattoo” (as G. P. Stern 
descrioes that maddening strain), regard- 
less of nerves and sufferin, humanity 
yearning for a spell of uncon:ciousness. 
My friend counted twenty-seven cars 
between 1 a.m. and 1.30 a.m., twenty-three 
of which approached the corner with a 
prolonged hoot; the other four were mer- 
cifully silent. Would it not be possible 
for hospitals and homes to be accommo- 
dated with danger lights, and the sign 
" Don’t Hoot ” set ina prominent place ? 


Trish Poplin 


I have been wondering what the Depart- 
ment for External Affairs could possibly 
want all the poplin ribbon for which I saw 
being woven for them to-day in a poplin 
factory. It was on the loom—a neat green, 
white and yellow ribbon about an inch 
wide. I was told the Department used it 
for tying up treaties, and that ‘they had 
already used about fifty yards of “it at 
Geneva. This stuff on the loom was another 
order of fifty yards. Now I can guess what 
it is for. It must be intended for tying up 
the egg pact with Spain. A visit to this 
poplin factory also made me wise to the 
tastes of the Dutch and the Canadians in 
the matter of colour. They were weaving 
yards and yards of tartan poplin for export 
to these peoples, who, after the Scot, of all 
the human race, it seems, are most addicted 
to tartan. Other looms were turning out 
effective club stripes for South Africa, 
where these will be sported by the old 
boys trom English public schools now in 
exile there, Regimental colours were also 
prominent in the work. 

As for church vestment poplin, this was 
a study im itself. Do you know that, 
according to the Roman Catholic Rubrics, 
all vestment poplin must be woven from 
animal products—such as silk from the 
worm and wool from the sheep? No veget- 
able product, like linen or cotton, must 
be intfoduced. There also seems to be a 
hard and fast rule about the ecclesiastical 
pattern followed. This seems to be confined 
to a design which brings in the wheat and 
the vine together, while there is a Celtic 
design of interlacing with its symbolic 
meaning. Another interesting fact about 
poplin is that no women weavers are 
employed, and an apprentice must serve 
seven years to a senior weaver, not to the 
owner of the factory. It is a mistake to 
suppose that poplin is only suitable for 
the purposes I have just mentioned. That 
is tying up the egg contracts, adorning 
the necks of Dutchmen or Canadians, or 
for Church purposes. This particular 
factory I visited is now making dress 
poplin that is as fine as erépe-de-Chine 
and as shimmering as satin. 


‘“Ghe Oldest Cree 


There 1s no other tree in Ireland, or, 
indeed, in Europe, which lives to such an 
age as the yew, and in the whole world 
probably only the sequoia trees of Cali- 
fornia excel it in longevity. Some 
specimens in England are said to be older 
than the Christian Era, and there are still 
a few in this country which may have 
endured for over a thousand years, The 
very name suggests eternity ; for the root 
which gives rise to it is the same in many 
languages, and is to be found in the 
English word “ever, One of the older 
Trish specimens is Joeated beside the ruined 
castle of Aughanure (field: of ‘the: yews), 
near Oughterard, ‘in County Galway. 
Another stood, until reéently, at a point 
between Seafield road and Castle avenue, in 
Clontarf. According to focal tradition, 
Brian Boru is said to haye tested under 
this tree during the famous battle. Whether 
this is true or not does not matter very 


much ; but what does matter is that public | 


opinion should not have been sufficiently 
interested to save this ancient landmark.

PEAKING at the opening of the Litile 
Theatre at Birr last night, Mr. T. C. 
, Murray said that he was filled with 
admiration for the group of promoters who 
had the vision to provide this Little Theatre 
for the town. Where there is no vision the 
people perish, and most of our country towns 
exist in a state of intellectual coma. From 
year's end to year’s end they are cmtent to 
wg on, blind to many of the finer things in 
life. Literature, music, the drama—these if 
they know, they know only in their cruder 
manifestations. The significance of this Little 
Theatre movement hes in its power te 
awaken and to cultivate that love for in- 
teilectual excitement which at one time 
seemed to be instinct in the race. 
““Some of you, doubtless, have read Pro- 
fessor Corkery’s ‘Hidden Ireland,’ con 
tinued the speaker. “' The Ireland he writes 
of is that Gaelic-speaking Ireland of the 
eighteenth century. It was a period of 
vppressive legislation. The country was 
shackled by the Penal Laws. Poverty stalked 
throug: the countryside, yet though men’s 
Lodies were starved, their souls they pre- 
served intact. They had a passionate sense 
of beauty, which no laws, no buffetings of 
life could destroy. This urge of the spirit 
towards beauty found expression in poetry. 
Under heart-breaking conditions, almost im 
possible for us to realise, these peasant poets 
created a body of poetic literature, astonish- 
ing both in the richness of its content and 
the classical excellence of its form.” 


URGE TO BEAUTY 


I cannot believe that that eighteenth 
-ontury flame has been entirely extinguished. 
It is there and needs only a quickening 
breath to make it glow again. I recognise 
something of that quickening breath in the 
movement which has brought this Little 
Theatre into being. Those who so passion- 
ately laboured in its cause were simply ex- 
pressing in another form that urge to beauty, 
which moved the peasant poets of another 
age to write their songs. 

Let me not alarm our friends here by 
pointing out to them that they must be pre 
pared to encounter many difficulties. As a 
people, unhappily, we lack staying power 
Most movements of this kind begin in a 
hlaze of enthusiasm, burn brightly for a 
little time, and then flicker down into ashes 
Do not be discouraged if. when this first fine 
glow of novelty is passed, you will discover 
in the general mind a perceptible slackening 
of interest. You must be prepared to hear 
that bliehting auestion so often heard among 
us—‘‘ What's the good”’ And you must be 
prepared, too, for no lack of destructive 
criticism. But if you only believe in your 
selves and in the constructive work you are 
doing you can look upon all such 
antagonisms as simply the growing pains 
of your movement. 


ART MOVEMENTS 


T have watched the slow evolution and the 
ultimate trivmph of two art movements in 
the Dublin Theatre, each of which was beset 
with such difficulties as may confront you 
here. I recall the long struggle for recognition 
which the Abbey Theatre passed through in 
its early years. Week after week you were 
chilled by the sight of a thin scatter of people 
in its auditorium. Undeterred, the plavers. 
loving their art for its own sake, put all of 
their best into their work. The only reward 
they knew was the appreciation of a discern- 
ing few, and the artist's sense of joy in 
interpreting some vision of life as seen by the 
dramatist. They could hardly have foreseen 
the gradual emergence of their theatre into 
one of the most significant forces in the intel- 
lectual life of the capital. Straia their vision 
as they might, they could not see their art 
exercising its spell on the many and not on 
the few; and, exercising the same spell on 
the imagination of the peoples overseas. 


DUBLIN’S EXAMPLE 


History does not always repeat itself, but 
it would seem to have done so in the world 
of the Dublin theatre. The Gate Theatre, 
concerning itself more with: the drama of 
Europe than with that of Ireland, had to fight 
if anything more stubbornly than its elder 
sister for recognition, Its audience in its 
early days, and, indeed, for a long time, was 
composed of but a handful of people. But a 
belief in their art and a genuine love for the 
theatre inspired them to battle against 
desperate odds—and that faith has been more 
than justified. To go into its Little Theatre 
to-day is to see it crowded to its last seat. 
That is the headline I would have you copy 
here in Birr. Believe in yourself; refuse to 
yield to discouraging circumstance, and you 
will never know defeat. 

One other reflection presents itself to my 
mind. Here, among us at this moment, we 
inny have some potential dramatist unaware 
of the faculty for expression latent in his con- 
sciousness. Your work must inevitably release 
that hidden talent. He will see from the plays 
produced here that the stuff on which the 
dramatists’ imagination is nourished can he 
found in our Irish highways and byways, in 
our streets and in our lanes. Human nature 
is the stuff of living drama — and human 
nature is not far to seek. If you have the 
artist’s vision, you will: discover tragedy as 
profoundly moving as “Lear,” comedy as gay 
as “‘ Twelfth Night,” within the orbit of your 
own personal experience. 


PLAYS OF THE PEOPLE 


I would have you aim, as a rule, as you 
are doing to-night, to produce plays that have 
sprung out of the national consciousness— 
plays that reflect the racia] characteristics and 
the problema of our own people. 

And, should any aspiring enisien among 
yourselves come along with the script of a 
play, I would urge you—should ‘there be pro- 
mise in his work—to nurse his talent by pro- 
ducing his work here, in his own town, for his 
cwn people, 

On behalf of the Irish Playwrights’ Associa- 
tion, I tender to the promoters the cordial 
good-will of its members.

As far as he was concerned, 
with regard to the hospitals in Dublin 
he had never failed to get a person admis- 
sion. If anyone had any grievance on the 
matter he would like to hear about it. At 
times of the year, he thought, they were 
unable to take in all they would like.

ALIENS 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
said that it was open to any alien to come 
into any country for a time, but no alien 
could take up his residence here without a 
permit from the Minister for Justice, or an 
additional permit from the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce for employment. 
It was, of course, inevitable that the 
rapid expansion of industry here should 


necessitate the bringing in of foreign 
experts until Irishmen were _ trained 
Despite that expansion and necessity of 


bringing in foreign technicians, the official 
Departmental figures showed that there were 
not more than half the number permitted to 
reside here than during the corresponding 
period of 1931. Any company undertaking 
a manufacturing process had to have two- 
thirds of the shares, carrying voting rights, 
held by nationals. Only a limited number of 
permits to external firins to engage in manu- 
facturing enterprises had been issued. Wages 
in the clothing trade, and certain portions 
of the furniture trade, were regulated by 
Trade Boards. [ff iny colegates knew of 
factories paying less then Trade Board rates 
he would like to know of them.

An event which may have a prolonged 
influence “on the course of European 
history occurred last Saturday, but seems 
to have escaped notice thus far in Ireland. 
On that day the machinery of the Cor- 
porative State was set in motion for the 
first time. Signor Mussolini formally 
installed in office the members who have 
been chosen to form the twenty-two cor- 
porations that henceforth will be the 
mainspring of Italy’s economic life. We 
talk largely in Ireland about Fascism— 
what Fascism has done, how Fascism has 
failed, how the worker prospers or suffers 
under Fascism—but we overlook the fact 
that, although Signor Mussolini has been 
master of Italy for twelve years, he is 
only beginning now to take the first steps 
towards his true economic policy. The 
Fascist conception of an economic State 
is built upon a system of corporations, 
and the necessary corporations did not 
exist in Italy until Saturday last. Certain 
features of the programme, indeed, had 
been adopted and made part of national 
policy. For example, the existing Italian 
law which renders strikes and lock-outs 
illegal, and compels all industrial disputes 
to be settled by arbitration, is an essential 
item of Fascist doctrine, and has been in 
operation for years past; and the pre- 
maturely named Ministry of Corporations 
has kept a close eye upon the progress 
of industry. These, however, are but 
appurtenances of the system, which cannot 
have any real existence until the corpora- 
tions are in working order. They are in 
formal existence now, and ought to be 
operating before long. Then the Fascist 
economic State will have been inaugurated 
in fact. 

What are these corporations? In essence 
they are groups of representatives, one 
group from every industry or series of 
allied industries. They are composed of 
the employers, and of spokesmen of the 
employés, in equal numbers, and their 
purpose is to exercise a general control 
over the industries which they represent. 
If any difficulty arises over wages in a 
particular industry, its corporation 
thrashes the matter out, and reaches 
agreement, 1f agreement is possible, before 
the dispute is referred to the Courts—as 
such disputes must be referred, in the 
last resort, under Italy’s present law. The 
maintenance of harmony between masters 
and men, however, is only one of the 
smaller functions of a corporation. It 
is also that body’s business to consider 
the industry's progress, to seek the causes ; 
of its failure or prosperity, and to guide 
it accordingly. Powers are conferred on 
the curporation to accelerate or retard pro- 
duction, according to the country’s need 
and the industry's benefit; and herein 
lies one.of the economic fundamentals of 
Fascism. Whereas a particular industry 
‘unplanned ”’ country can produce 
goods with more -or less vigour accord- 
ingly as it hopes to benefit by a fall or 
a risé in prices, the corporations have no 
Before they can flood or 
starve the market for the benefit of their 
industries’ shareholders, the Government 
must be consulted ; but within the limits 
which the Government allows—limits dic- 
tated, theoretically, by the advantage of 
the country at large—the corporations will 
have complete freedom to mould the 
destinies of their particular spheres of

Appreciation of real art 
lies in the heart of every man, and the new 
enterprise at Birr may prove that it can 
be awakened, Hitherto serious drama has 
been confined to the large towns in Ire- 
land, and has been non-existent outside 
them. The theatre at Birr seeks to bring 
the countryside into closer contact with it, 
and there is no reason why the experiment 
should not succeed. Its greatest value 
might well be in the encouragement of 
talent; for those who have seen plays of 
Irish life may be stimulated to write plays 
of their own, and those who have acted in 
the local productions may discover gifts 
that will lead them further. The specula- 
tion is not so idle as it might appear. 
Irishmen, on the whole, have done little in 
music or painting ; but drama is an art to 
which they have taken with eagerness, and 
talent in Irish drama has come, more often 
than not, from the villages and country 
towns. We owe many of our best plays to 
the imagination of those who have sprung 
from the Irish countryside; but, so far, 
very little has been done to develop the

either in writing or in acting. It is reason- 
able to suppose that there is something 
in the provinces which may be developed. 
Mr. Murray recalled the days when the 
creative power expressed itself in the 
poems and songs of the Irish peasants, 
and, in our own time, the Abbey Theatre 
has proved more than once that this power 
still is seeking for expression. Such 
theatres as that established at Birr might 
provide an outlet, and, even if they did 
not, they still would be valuable for their 
own sake. We hope that the Birr experi- 
ment will have the successgvhich it deserves, 
and we hope, in Mr. Murray’s words, that 


its promoters will show that “ staying 


power ” which has been lamentably absent 
from so many enterprises of this kind in 
Ireland. There are bound to be difficulties 
at first; but, if they are met with deter- 
mination, the results ought to compensate 
for them. 


Clean Milk 


When the Dáil reassembled yesterday 
one of its first items. of business was to 
discuss the Milk Bill and carry it through 
its second stage. We applaud the Govern- 
ment’s decision to take the measure so 
early in the new session; for in real and 
vital importance to the well-being of the 
country it is second to no piece of legisla- 
tion at present on the parliamentary pro- 
gramme. The bill has its faults. Its 
critics yesterday were able to lay their 
fingers on a number of defects, some of 
them trifling, but others sufficiently im- 
portant to suggest that adjustments may 
be found necessary when the working of 
the measure as a whole has been tested. In 
general, however, it is admittedly a good 
bill, and one from which the country will 
feel immediate benefit. We trust that its 
passage through the remaining stages will 
be as swift as the Government can make it. 
The present system by which milk is dis- 
tributed and sold in the Free State—or 
rather the absence of any authorised 


| system—is a source of grave danger to: the 


country’s health. Dispensary doctors and 
medical officers of health are sadly familiar 
with the positive evils caused by impure 
milk—particularly among the poorer 
classes, whose resistance to disease 
has been weakened by under-nourishment 
or an unhealthy environment. Almost as 
serious is the negative evil. If it is taken 
from healthy cows, and if it is sent to the 
consumer clean, milk is the most whole- 
some of all foods for children. No doctor, 
however, will dare to impress its virtues 
upon parents unless he can be sure that 
what he recommends will not prove to be 
rather a menace to health than a benefit. 
Dr, Ward yesterday quoted statistics to 
show how far the Free State lags behind 
other countries in the consumption of 
milk. The reason is not far to seek. 
Before the country can become a nation of 
milk-drinkers there must be public con- 
fidence in the source of supply and the 
methods of sale. This bill, we believe, 
will prove the first step towards the 
creation of that confidence.

It is another curtailment of 
the Fiberty of the Press, and the subject 
of this curtailment has been a marked 
feature of legislation during the past two 
or three years. 


Conservative Meetings 


The Executive Council of the Union of 
Conservative Associations met here to-day 
to appoint delegates for the meeting of tho 
party, which is to discuss the report of the 
Joint Select Committee on the India White 
Paper. Mr. Baldwin, as leader of the 
party, is to meet the delegates at the 
Queen’s Hall on December 4th, and, as thie 
recommendations of the Committee will not 
be available until November 21st, it has 
been thought wise to appoint the delegates 
in ample time. As soon as the report is 
made public, and before it is discussed at 
the meeting of the Conservative Party, a 
propaganda movement may be initiated by 
the Government in a campaign in its 
favour. There is still a considerable 
amount of dissatisfaction among the 
members of the Conservative Party regar«- 
ing the report, as it is BS out that the 
Committee has made substantial changes so 
far as the safeguards are concerned, 


‘* Ribbon *” Development 


The building of houses and bungalows 
along the main highways of the country 
has been a feature of road development 
ever since the War; but now it has been 
decided by the Government that the move- 
ment must be checked, and the Minister of 
Health intends to introduce a bill to this 
end, early next session in the House of 
Commons. This means that a serious 
attempt will be made to end the building 
of endless lines of houses along the 
frontages of new roads. The local authori- 
ties are given power to acquire land 
compulsorily on the side of main roads, 
and to prevent the erection of buildings. 
New entrances to. main roads will not be 
permitted except with the consent of 
county councils, and in certain conditions. 
The bill, it is understood, is regarded as 
necessary not only to increase safety on 
the roads, but to aid in the development of 
land, and to facilitate drainage schemes. 


The Royal Coach 


The Royal coach in which tne King and 
Queen will dr: : to the wedding of the 
Duke of Kent in Westminster Abbey was 
originally the Irish State Coach. It was 
purchased at the Dublin Exhibition of 
1852, and used by Queen Victoria to open 
Parliament. The King has used it at the 
weddings of the Duke of York and the 
Princess Royal. The coach is not, of 
course, the golden State coach which 1s 
used for coronations and the opening of 
Parliament, but a highly-swung harouche 
with windows all round. A somewhat 
similar coach, though not quite so mag- 
nificent ir appearance, w'! be used by 
the Duke and Juchess of Teck on their 
return journey from the Abbey to 
Buckingham Palace. 


Counting the Wagons 


On Sunday the railways of the country 
are to have a stocktaking. “' Zero hour ”’ 
is at 4 p.m., when the work of counting 
695,000 wagons and 360,000 waterproof 
sheets begins. At this hour, it Is 
estimated that more wagons are 
stationary in the sidings than at any other 
time during the week. Hundreds of rat!- 
waynien will spend the afternoon covering 
the 51,000 miles of the tracks in search 
of wagon numbers. It is their jo» to 
locate the wagons and tarpaulins, and 
check them off on a return form. Many 
of the wagons have found their way to 
parts of the country hundreds of miles 
from their original location. It is antic:- 
pated that the task will be completed 
before midnight. Aftc: the return sheets 
have been handed in to the district off- 
cers by the checkers, they will be forwarded 
to the Railway Clearing Office in London.

The acreage is re 
turned at 18,037, compared with 16,895 las! 
year. The average yield per acre is 
estimated at 14.4 ewt., which compaics 
with 12:5 ewt. during the previous ten 
years. Kent remains the premier hop 
growing county, and is responsible for over 
half the total crop, the yield being 156,600 
ewt. Hereford comes next with 45,700 
cwt.

The heads of a scheme to govern the future 
administration of a Fermanagh charity, 
known as the Vaughan Charter School, at 
Tubrid, Kesh, Co. Fermanagh, were sub- 
mitted to, and tentatively approved by, Mr. 
Justice Megaw in the Chancery Division of 
the Northern High Court here to-day. 
When the case vas called, Mr. John 
McGonigal, K.C., for the Attorney-General, 
said that he was glad to tell his lordship 
that the parties há taken advantage of the 
adjournment, to reach agreement upon heads 
of a scheme, as follows :—(a) Transfer all 
funds to the Accountant-General; (b) sell. 
lands, stock, etc., through the Court, the 
Attorney-General to have carriage; (c) pay 
out the fund so formed as follows :—(1) 
Plaintiff's cost; (2) defendants’ costs; (3) 
Ministry’s costs; (4) £10 to the parents of 
each boy at the school, to enable the parents 
to take the boys home; (5) £750 to the 
Select Vestry ot Drumkeeran for a rectory; 
(6) £40 each to six farm labourers on the 
estate; (7) £40 to the master of the school. 
It was further provided that the Account- 
ant-General should transfer the residue to the 
Ministry of Finance to apply the income to 
ithe following purposes :—(1) Through the 
Regional Education Committee, for bur- 
saries for boys and giris. No religious dis- 
tinction to be made.

THE MILK SUPPLY 


WIDER POWERS. FOR 


MINISTER 


Dr, WARD, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 


Bill, 1934, said that the purpose of the bill 
was to safeguard. the consumer from infection 
and contamination inmilk, The average yearly 
consumption of milk in this country was low, 
Switzerland consumed twice as much, 
Norway 63 per cent., and the United States 
of America 3 per cent. more per head of the 
population. A campaign for the increased 
consumption of milk could not be embarked 
upon under present conditions. Milk formed 
a suitable medium for the production of 
bacteria, and through uneleanly methods of 
handling it what was an excellent form of 
nourishment might ‘become 4 source of 
infection and danger. Certain powers were 
already given to the Department to deal with 
the problem, and the bill was intended to 
strengthen their hands. 

Experience . with the scheme by which 
necessitous children were given free milk 
had proved that many of this country’s milk- 
producers were prepared +o adopt progressive 
methods, and submit their cattle to 
tuberculin-testing. 


TESTING OF SAMPLES 

Mr. DILLON said that the section provid- 
ing for examination of persons connected 
with dairying was at) outrage upon the 
liberty of the subject. It should be ensured 
that value would be obtained for the 
annoyance to be caused by the bill. Despite 
toe most exhaustive tests it was possible 
for contaminated milk to come from 
tuberculin-tested herds. The only milk that 
could be certified absolutely free from infec- 
tion was pasteurised milk, A farmer who 
carried out the tests forty-eight hours 
before the arrival of the veterinary surgeon 
could bring about a condition in which there 
would be no reaction to the official test. 

He urged the necessity of a uhiform 
method of testing samples of milk. In a case 
reported in the Lancet six analysts gave 
different figures as the result of examining 
samples from one lot of milk. One found 
9,270 bacteria per ctbic cetitimetre, while 
another found 3,400,000, The more he saw 
of the tuberculin test and the way in which 
it could be manipulated the less confidence 
he had in it, 


GENERAL SALE OF MILK 

Mr. COSGRAVE (U.I1., Cork City) said 
that, while provision was made for the pro- 
duction of milk for the richer people, there 
was no provision for the general sale of 
milk, In that respect there was no security 
whatever. The bill required a definition of 
“dirty ” milk. All cows should undergo 
veterinary inspection at least twice a year. 
That would be better than taking samples 
of milk. The tuberculin test was very 
expensive, and, in his view, if there were 
sufficient veterinary appointments to carry 
out inspections of cows, the results would 
be more economical and more beneficial. In 
drafting the bill the Minister should have 
consulted medical officers of health in the 
leading centres, as these officials had to deal 
with diseases ascribed to the use of dirty 
or contaminated milk, 


THE BILL'S DEFECTS 


Dr. R. Jd. ROWLETTE (Ind,, Dublin 
University) said that this bill was so lon 
looked for that they wondered if it woul 
ever see vhe light. But now they had the 
bill, and it was a good bill. But it had 
its defects. A little more courage on the 
part of the Government would have given 
the bill a chance of snecess. The time, at 
the moment, was appropriate for provisions 
for dealing with clean milk.

Mr. Chathberlain said that, although there 
had been a welcome change in the general 
situation, the improvement had only served to 
throw into high relief the contrast of par- 
ticular areas which had not -hared in the 
general tecovery. Jt had been decided to send 
into. these areas Special Investigators, who 


could into the whole circumstances on 
the spot, and give the Government the benefit 
of any ideas that might occur to them for im- 


provilig he conditions. ‘The Investigators bad 
made a large namber of extremely useful and 
valuable suggestions, which had been of the 
greatest possible assistance to the Govern- 
ment. | 

All the reports showed that it would be a 
misnomer to speak of these depressed areas as 
derelict. They were not. But the volume oí 
unemployment in them was much above the 
average. One féaturfe which stood out with 
tragic force in every report was the duration 
of time in which many Of these people had 
been unemployed. Fresh activity in the old 
widustries would probably do move than any- 
thing else to be Pee e conditions. Any 
revival of shipbin ding on the Tyne or Clyde, 
ah’ increaked demand for steam coal in Wales, 
would make all the difference. 


INDUSTRIAL TRANSFERS 


In their general efforts to promote and 
stimulate industry, the Government intended 
to keep in mind the special case of the 
stricken areas. All the reports recognised 
the desisabilicy of relieving the situation as 
fat as possible by a system of industrial 
trarisfers. For this the co-operation 4 
ployers was essential. He did not suggest 
that employers in the Midlands of the South 
should discharge local hands to make room 
for men from Tyneside or South Wales, but 
many were taking wa additional hands, ana 
it did not seem unreasonable that they should 
be asked to give at) opportunity for some ot 
their fellow citizens in the depressed areas to 
take their places with the local employes. — 

The Government aimed also at developing 
and increasing te tho ‘Unemployment 
Assistance Board and the Ministry of Labour 
those facilities for training which had already 
proved so valuable. They would, however, 
still be left with a large number of people for 
whom something must be done. This was ths 
residual problem to which the Commissioners 
had devoted a great deal of attention. 

Some of the Commissioners’ recommenda- 
tions raised far-reaching questions of policy. 
Others required further investigation, Otliers, 
however, had been approved, and would be 
carried out. Bat when all these individual 
recotimendations hed been considered, the 
Government felt that something out of the 


ordinary procedure was necessary, lhe 
disease was exceptional, and warrarited 
exceptional measures, less orthodox than 


those ordinarily taken. 
IMMEDIATE ACTION 


lf they were to effect a spiritual regenera- 
tion of these areas, and inspire the people 
with a new interest in life and new hope for 
the future, they had to see that these — 


did not gather dust m Government offices, 
but were going to lead to immediate 
Executive action. The Government, he 
said, have, therefore, resolved to cut 


through all ordinary methods, and adopt 
a plan which we coriceive to be suitable to 
these special conditions. -AVe have decided to 
appoint two Cotmissioners—~one to deal with 
ngland and Wales and the other with Scot- 
land. They wilt devote their full time and 
attention to the initiauon, organisation and 
proeecation of schemes to facilitate economic 
development and social improvement in the 
four areas surveyed. 


COMMISSIONERS’ POWERS 


The Commissioners would be given very 
wide discretion, and they must not be afraid 
of trying experiments. The best hope of find- 
ing occupation and assistance for those 
people who could not be employed in old 
or new industries and were not susceptible 
of transfer elaewhere, lay on the land, The 
Commissioners would be empowered to ac- 
quire land compalsorily and to sell or trans- 
fer it to local authorities and other public 
bodies, There were many other ways in which 
the Commissioners could usefully function. 
Although it was not desired that they should 
undertake work which could be properly 
undertaken by other public bodies under their 
existing powers, there was nothing to prevent 
the Commissioners from making representa- 
tions to Government department as to the use 
of their powers. aa 

It was proposed that the Commissioners 
should be appointed for two years, and power 
would be taken to continue their further 
appointment from year ty year. Funds were 
to be placed at the disposal of the Commis- 
sioners. -It was ‘mpossible at this stage to 
say how much would be required, but he 
proposed to ask the House to vote £2,000,000 
to be paid into a distressed area fund which 
would be under the centrol of the Treasury. 
Further suma would be asked for as required, 
and thus Parliament would retain financial 
control over the progress of the scheme. The 
necessary legislation would be introduced in 
the new session. 

The gentlemen who had consented to take 
up the duties of .Commigsioners were--for 
England and Wales, Mr. Percy Malcolm 
Stewart, who was Chairman and Managing 
Director of the Associated Portland Cement 
Manufacturers, Ltd., and other companies ; 
and for Scotland, Sir Arthur Rose, who under- 
took the investigation in Scotland. They had 
undertaken to do the work voluntarily. 
(Cheers. ) 


LABOUR’S VIEW 


Mr. George Lansbury (Leader of the Opposi- 
tion) said that he would reserve his comments 
on the Government’s proposals until he saw 
them in print; but, so far as he could see. 
there was not a single proposal which would 
meet the problem created by over-production. 
If they had the power to give people a high 
standard of life, sutely the right thing would 
be to provide that standard, If he were 
asked where the money was to come from, he 
would reply that it was in the banks. Two 
of the remedies he would suggest were the 
raising of the school age and the shortening 
of the hours of employment. - We should 
produce for use, and not for profit, and if 
he were told that that was only a dream, he 
would say that unless that dream was made 
to come true the system under which we lived 
would crumble. 

Mr. Harcourt Johnston (Liberal) said that 
he had hoped for much bolder proposals than 
those outlined in the Chancellor's speech. 
Speaking for himself and his Liberal col- 
leagues, they could only confess themselves 
bitterly disappointed with the Government's 
attitude, a astonished that, after having 
taken co much trouble with a great blowing 
of trumpets to get these reports made, they 
had taken so little notice of the recommenda- 
tions contained in them, 

In the course of further discussion, Liberal 
members generally expressed disappointment, 
while Labour members urged that the Govern-

“My subjects do not love me. No one 
loves me,”’ 

The aged King Leopold IT. of Belgium 
uttered these pathetic” sentences ón his 
death-bed, says Mr. Ludwig Bauer, in 
‘* Leopold the Unloved,’’ the life story of 
the King who founded the Congo Free 
State as # private estate, and surrendered 
his rights to the Belgian nation after a 
world-wide exposure of the atrocities that 
were committed an’ his name... (Cassell— 
12s. 6d. Published to-day), 

He wished Belgium not to regard him 
with suspicion, but to love him, Mr. Bauer 
writes. But his dying wish was vain. On 
his death-bed in 1909 he married the 
daughter of a Parisian concierge, who had 
been the ‘‘ joy and torment, “the delight 
and the disgrace, of his declining years.” 
His lawyers were present to protest against 
the disinheriting of the princesses. 

‘“ Never before had there been such a 
death, a worthy finish to so ruthless, 
challenging, avaricious and savage a life. 
Leopold the unloved died.’’ 

The creation of his huge colonial empire 
in the Congo is described as “one of the 
greatest miracles that foresight and bold- 
ness and ruse has ever wrought.”’ After 
calling an international conference Leopold

nationale Africaine—which gave him a 
magic cap of invisibility and enabled him 
to open Central Africa for himself while 
posing as an _ internationalist with a 
Christian mission crusade. 


STANLEY 


The discovery of the course of the Congo 
by Stanley, the explorer, gave him his 
great caper yey 

‘Stanley, with his simple faith in the 
God of the. whites, believed that his 
conquest. of the river had been fore- 
ordained, so that more churches might be 
built and that the negroes might lead 
better lives. But the hero was at fault 
in his judgment. All that happened had 
happened for Leopold’s sake,” 


Leopold induced Stanley to becom* 
leader of the A.I.A. and to establis) 
stations throughout the Congo. After 


ownership was acquired through treaties 
with the matives a State suzerainty was 
declared. International recognition was 
won and Leopold became absolute monarch. 
spending huge sums before his fortune 
turned. 

He made himself owner of twenty 
million blacks, and when he died there 
were only ten millions left. They were 
driven by the lash and by armed troops to 
gather the rubber out of which the King 
made four hundred gold millions in fifteen 
years. 

Reports’ of atrocities aroused the 
civilised world, and inquiries by commis- 
sions disclosed the horrors of Leopold’s 
rule. ‘The signing of the Act by which 
the Congo Free State became the Belgian 
ng was his capitulation, his Water- 
00,’ 

How Leopold’s father; a Prince of 
Coburg, nearly became Prince Consort, 
Prince Regent of England, King. of 
Greece, and actually became first King of 
the Belgians, is told as an introductiop 
to his life. :

REFUSES £25,000 AS

The deficit for 1934 is esti- 
mated at 92,000,000 guilders, which, how- 
ever, is still 100,000,000 guilders less than 
last year.

Recovery in Kafhrs 

‘The Kaffir market is showing distinct signs 
of a recovery. London blames Johannesburg 
speculation for the forced selling which de- 
pressed the market, but there hes been a 
stale bull position on this side also which has 
Leen under gradual liquidation. The technical 
position of the market, though not yet free 
from the old speculations, is very much 
healthier. Forced selling is drying up, and 
there has bene some investment demand for 
such shares as Crowns, Consolidated Main 
Reef, Government Areas, Brakpan, etc. The 
market should be assisted by the coming 
dividends, which promise to be of a satis- 
factory character. 


The Boom in Gilt-edged 


Tuesday’s easier tendency in Gilt-edged 
Securities, due to profit-taking, has proved 
to be short-lived, for yesterday the market 
showed greater strength than hitherto, and 
new high records were established for all 
the post-war British Government Loans. 
Buying was again heavy, and to a pre- 
ponderating extent it 1s attributed to banks 
and other big financial institutions that 
cannot use money remuneratively in other 
directions. One of yesterday’s features was 
the quotation of per cent. War Loan at 
108, a price considerably above the highest 
ever reached by the 5 per cent. War . 
Even at the enhanced level this stock is as 
attractive as any if the era. of abnormally 
cheap money is to be prolonged for a con- 
siderable time, for the flat yield is atill 
nearly ói per cent., while repayment cannot 
be effected before 1952.
